The liea'l o[ the screw is a circulai 
steel plate, aliout four inches in diame- 
ter, the eireuiiiteieuce of which is grad- 
uated iutj 100 efiuid diviiions. Turn- 
ing the bead of the screw through tin 
extent ot one of titeso divisions advanc^pd 
the screw the one-hundredth part ut t 
revolution, and couseipiontly idtors the 
distance betwoou the jaws just oue-thou- 
saiulth part ot an inch. 

The tiuer adju-itniout is miulo by u 
vernier iillixed t ithe bead ot the screw, 
which is 80 graduated tbut the turning 
ot the bead until a diviSIou of the scak 
upon its circumferenoe ooincides with 
the nearest division on the vernier scale, 
advances the sorew the ane>thonsandth 
part of a revolntton, or widens or eon- 
traota the space between the jaws of the 
little vise jnat tho ten-thousandth pari 
of an inch. Ab the screw cannot be 
made absolutely true, there is on iug m- 
ious attuoliiueiit tor correcting tho intin- 
itcaimnlly-niiuute error in its working, 
and, OS a change ot a few degrees in the 
temperature of the room or of the gauge 
to be tested would affect the nicety ul 
tho operation, the machine is adjui>ted 
tor a temperature of 75 degrees, &nd tae 
. trial.; are made with the gauges at the 
jame temperature. 

Adjusting the vise-jaws at one ten- 
thousandth of an inch mure than two 
inches apart, the foreman handeit the 
reporter u two-inoh gauge and told him 
t-> pass it esref ally sod slowly between 
them. Left to itKlf the gaoga fell 
freely of its own weight through the 
space; but, when modo to dessend 
slowly, a perceptible pull was felt from 
each jaw, analogous to the pnlliiig 
power of two small magnets. 

The foreman govo tho head of the 
screw an almost impereoptiblo touch, 
making it odnoido with the vernier. 
Ibe gauge would no longer pass 
through ; it filled the space between the 
jaws exactly. That touch had bronght 
those jaws nearer together by just tho 
ten-thonaandth part of onineh.

It appears that diiriiif; 1881 through- 
out tho whole country there were 472 
largo fires, causing a damage of $60,- 
000,000. The atriUng feature of this 
list ia the Tel7 large peroentage of lossea 
enoonntered by manofaoturing indns- 
trios. Over aizty of the \rood-work man- 
ufacturing establishmentain the eonntrj 
were damaged to an extent of ovea $50,- 
000, and probably as largo a number en- 
countered loss by firo to a smaller ex- 
tent. Next to theao premises in percent- 
age of daiaage are the cstablisluuents in 
whioh grain is oleaned and ground, 
whioh operation eanaes the diflnaion of 
fine duat in closed looms, thus creating 
danger. A loss ot $3,000,000 alone is 
set doOT nK"i"st only twenty-live of 
these bnilibn^K, which includu grist and 
flouring-mill;., breweries, distillerios and 
elevators, A loss of $2,500,000 is the 
result of dres during tho twelve months 
in a similar number of cotton, woolen 
and llax mills and cordage work& The 
loss being, in the aggregate, larger than 
in the preceding year, the competition 
between tho firo insuranco companies 
i» regarded as being a losing one.
